The little kill-joys of the summer 
picnic in the wobds are righi 

there on the surface all the time, 
and it's just because they are too 
small to be readily seen without a years 
magnifying glass that the victims 
thinks he has been burrowed into 
or entered by way of his pores. 

This is one of the new lights 
thrown upon the pest by Depart 
ment Bidletin No. 986, Studies on 
the Biolo'gy and Control of Chi<; 
gers, prepared by H. E. Ewinp 
specialist in mites, and now issu- 
ed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The chigger doesn't make h' 
presence felt at once. He fir- . 
curries about on the victirr 
'ast that even when he is spritt- 
under a magnifying glass it is al- 
tiost impossible to catch him. 
Evidently, he tries to see how far 
ie can go, for it has been deter- 
nined that tight pieceij otf dress, 
nch garters and belt*. linn"t 
limit the attacks of (operation. 
\lniost total immiaiity has been 
secured by "wearing top shoes and 
i^htly wrap]H"d leggins. T.ow 
■ hofs are ])articularly favorable 
'o the accpiisition of chiggers. 
When a chigger finally decides to 
ittach itself, he clanips down byj 
inserting his feet under the skin,i 
md then the trouble begins. I 
Much protection can he had\ 
from chigger attacks by properl . j 
•iothing the le,t;s or by the a])pli-! 
:ation of repellents either direct-} 
y on the skin or on the "under 
garments. For this purjiose, sid- 
">hur has been found to be a soy- 
reign remedy. Dusting the legs 
.vith sulphur has resulted in total i 
inmunity in ni'ist instances, and; 
I sinn'lar treatment df the stock- j 
'Ugs has proved equally etfectivei 
'n keeping off the mites. Infested 
ireas may be freed of chiggers by 
lusting with sulphur. For thisj 
he use of 50 pounds to the acre i 
is recommended. On lawns tiie 
ise of sulphtu' is unnecessary, as 
higgers wil! disappear of them- 
elves if the grass is kept cut 
jhort, 

Chiggers can he best destroyed 
m humans before they become 
ittached o!r very soon afterwards. 
\fter an exposure to chigger at- 
tacks the skins and ankles should 
! )e examined with a hand lens, 
jiven be|ore any itching is felt. 
Applications of a thick lather of 
oap, commercial alcohol, or any 
>f the Hghter oils have been 
ound toi kill the larvae quite
